LONDON WILL TRAIN CADETS 


China Engages to Construct 
Ships in England — Stronger 
Defense Force Seen as Aim. 


Special Cable to THe New Yore Times. 
SHANGHAI, July 1.—It was offi- 
cially announced this evening that 
an important Sino-British naval 
agreement had been signed at Nank- 
ing, under which China, in connec- 
tion with a comprehensive building 
program, intends to train cadets in 
England and has engaged a British 
naval mission to ‘‘assist in the de- 
velopment of the Chinese Navy.” 
No little stir has been caused in 
naval and other interested circles | 
here as a result of the publication | 
of this accord, which is seen as a 
move to build up a modern Chinese 
Navy and make the nation a 
naval power along British lines with 
British-trained officers and British- 
built ships.

A Comprehensive Program. 


The official text of Nanking’s com- | 
muniqué reads: 

“‘An agreement has been signed by 
the Chinese and British governments 
providing for the training of Chinese 
naval cadets in England and for the 
engagement by the Chinese Govern- 
ment of a British naval mission to 


assist in the development of the Chi- 
nese Navy 

“It is understood that the Chinese 
Government has a comprehensive 
program for the building of a sub- 
stantial navy, and that it is its in- 
tention to construct certain vessels 
in Great Britain.’’ 

While this step is not regarded as 
indicating that China is to become a 
naval power overnight, it is taken as 
indicative not only of Nanking’s de- 
termination to proceed with the re- 
habilitation of the obsolete naval de- 
fense force but of Britain’s attitude 
toward the growing influence of the 
new republic. 

No details of the agreement are 
available here this evening, and 
naval and other officials have made 
no comments, one way or the other. | 
The document was apparently signed 
by Dr. C. T. Wang, the Foreign 
Minister, and Sir Miles Lampson, 
the British Minister. The latter de- 
parted from Nanking by warship for 
Tientsin, and Dr. Wang is not dis- 
posed to be communicative. Al- 
though the announcement of the ac- 
cord was a surprise to most circles, 

was rumored some months ago 
that some such action might be tak- 
en, following Fresident Chiang Kai- 
shek’s declaration that China in- 
tended to proceed with a large naval 
building program and to train offi- 
cers with foreign assistance, though 
he did not indicate what form the 
program would take.

CRIME LAID TO “POACHING” 


Expert Believes Murder Bullet Is 
Same as Those Found With 
Captured Queens Gunmen. 


The real murderer of Frank Mar- 
low, the man who ordered the Broad- 
|way racketeer put to death for 
poaching on illicit preseryes, re- 
| mained last night beyond the reach 
|of the police, a week after Marlow 
jihad been left to die beside a lonely 
highway in Queens. 
| Definite leads to the whereabouts 
of the crime director, said Police 
Commissioner Whalen, were in pos- 
| session of the detectives, but an ar- 
rest was problematical, as the eight 
material witnesses in the case con- 
tinued silent. For the first time, the 
Commissioner hinted at the motive 
for Marlow’s death. 

‘Money figured in it,’’ he said, 
“particularly since Marlow was 
j|broke. He may have been pressed 
|pretty hard by creditors and may 
have been reaching out in places 
| where he didn't belong, and that is 
what they won't permit in gang- 
dom.”’ 

Still Working on Boston Angle. 


Mr. Whalen refused to go beyond 
that. Leaving ground for the pre- 
sumption that Marlow’'s ‘reaching 
out’’ may have been in the under- 
world of Boston, the Commissioner 
would not say definitely that the man 
sought as the hirer of professional 
gunmen was a Bostonian. He de- 
clared, however, that he still had 
four detectives working on the Bos- 
ton angle. 

While a homicide charge hovered 
over Daniel Grosso and Nicholas Mc- 
Dermott, criminals who were cap-| 
tured in a sudden raid on an apart- 
ment in Sunnyside, Queens, early 
|Sunday morning, the two men re- 
mained in police custody merely as 
|material witnesses. All of the arts 
of police interrogation failed to make 
them talk. 

Balked by this attitude the detec- 
tives set to work to prove that the 
bullet found in Marlow’s head was 
identical with some of the ammuni- 
tion seized in the Sunnyside apart- 
ment. Among the 100 rounds of am- 
munition found there were many car- 
tridges of .32 calibre. The two re- 
volvers found in the flat were of .38 
calibre. The .32 calibre ammunition 
had bullets coated with lubaloy, a 
new preparation that makes the 
| slugs appear brass-tipped. 
| “Lieutenant Harry Butts, the pistol 
expert of the department,’’ said Mr. 
Whalen, ‘‘believes that the .32 calibre 
bullets found in Grosso'’s apartment 
and the bullet taken from Marlow 
are identical, each showing this 
preparation. We are continuing, 
however, to check up on this.

Accused of Escorting Whisky

Pair Are Thought to Have Wedged 
Rudder Bar—Plane Hits 20 


Feet From Two Workmen.

ROOSEVELT FIELD, L. I., July 

Wilmer Stultz, the aviator who 
piloted Miss Amelia Earhart safely 
across the Atlantic a year ago, was 
injured fatally and two passengers 
with whom he was “stunting” at 
low altitude were killed instantly to- 
day in an airplane accident on the 
outskirts of Mineola. Experts attrib- 
uted the accident to reckless flying 
and disregard of safety regulations 
by Stultz, who, daring flier though 
he was, had a reputation for caution 
in the air. 

Stultz, still breathing, though every 
bone in his body was broken, was 
taken from the wreckage by laborers 
at work in the field where he landed 
and fellow-fliers and mechanics from 
Roosevelt Field, a quarter of a mile 
away. He died a few minutes later, 
soon after he had reached Nassau 
Hospital, Mineola. 

Edward Harwood and Pasquale 
Castelluccio, two Roslyn youths who 
had begged a ride, were the flier’s 
companions on the fatal trip. They 
may have contributed unwittingly to | 
the tragedy by jamming the controls 
in fright at the breath-taking stunts 
the pilot performed, but if they did, 
the experts said, it was Stultz who 
was to blame for not having made 
this impossible before he started. 

Harwood, a clerk in the Highway 
Department of Nassau County, and 
Castelluccio, a former law student, 
working for the Summer for a Hemp- 
stead construction company, were not 
aviators and had been in the air only 
a few times before. Yet Stultz had 
disoonnected the dual control 
system and ran the risk of having | 
his passengers ‘‘freeze’’ to the stick. 

Whether this happened will never | 
be known, but investigators for the |

found the boys’ left 
shoes jammed under the rudder bar 
in the front cockpit. This discovery

At 1,000 feet altitude Stultz threw 
his ship into a roll and came out of

His margin 
of safety was scant, but it was not 
the first ‘‘tight roll’’ that Stultz had 
attempted and he righted his ship 
with a good 250 feet of air between |

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Assur- 
ances have been given to President 
Hoover by dominant Republican 
leaders that the tariff law will be 
scientifically revised by the Senate 
Finance Committee, and the heavy 
duties on necessaries carried in the 
House bill be reduced, so that the 
party need not fear another political 
revulsion such as followed the Payne- 
Aldrich act. 

According to Republican leaders 
powerful enough shape the Dill 
now under consideration in the Fi- 
nance Committee the tariff measure 
that will be presented to the Senate 
in August will contain radical reduc- 
tions below the House rates on halfa 
dozen achedules, especially those 
which are encountering opposition in 
the country. 

Senator Edge of New Jersey, a 
member of the Finance Committee, 
who was an éarly visitor atthe White 
House today, discussed the tariff 
situation with the President and in- 
formed him of the drift of sentiment 
in the committee. The inclination, it 
was learned later, is to favor most 
of the changes which the President 
feels should be made in the House 
bill to make it acceptable to him, 
and properly protect the interests of 
the consumer as well as those of the 
producer. 

May Use Sliding Scale in Sugar. 


The first important change that will 
be made in the House bill, it was 
indicated, will be a reduction in the 
proposed duty on sugar of 3 cents a 
pound. 

The Senate committee is having 
great difficulty deciding what would 
be an equitable duty and how it can 
be imposed without conflicting with 
the treaty of 1902 with Cuba. The 
majority opinion in the committee, 
it was said, is for a reduction greatly 
below the House schedule. This may

GENEVA, July 1.—The profound 
differences on questions of principle 
which have characterized disarma- 
ment meetings at Geneva were no- 
ticeably lacking when the delegates 
of forty-six governments began their 
conference here this morning in the 
Electoral Hall to revise the 1907 
Hague code for wer prisoners and 
the 1906 Geneva convention on sick 


and wounded with armies in the 
field. 
All the delegates appeared to be 


agreed on the principle of doing their 
utmost to further attenuate the hor- 
rors of war, though there was such 
a difference of opinion on details 
that the conference may require sev- 
eral weeks to finish its work. 

The Swiss President, Robert Haab, 
in his opening address welcomed the 
delega.es on behalf of the Berne Gov- 
ernment, which took the initiative of 
calling the conference. He reconciled 
the apparent contradiction involved 
in States elaborating new rules of 
warfare after having renounced war 
by saying that though war seemed 
improbable now, it 
sary to continue efforts toward mak- 
ing it more humane until ‘‘peace is 
guaranteed absolutely.”’ 

The two chief schools of opinion 
manifest in the conference are, first, 
those who want to confine the con- 
ventions to fairly general rules, and, 
second, those who seek to specify the 
most minute details, down to the 
number of towels each prisoner is 
entitled to a week. 

How much stricter the rules for a 
future war are likely to be than dur- 
ing the World War is indicated by 
the fact that the draft convention of 
war prisoners which Red Cross ex- 
perts have laid before the conference 
as the basis of the discussion con- 
tains 103 articles, against 21 in the 
existing Hague code. Moreover, near- 
ly every government is suggesting 
some addition to the Red Cross draft. 

Eliot Wadsworth, chief of the large 
American delegation, speaking to the 
press after this morning’s formal 
session, expressed the opinion that 
one of the big problems before the 
conference is to meet new conditions 
due to developments in methods of 
warfare since the Hague code was 
adopted, especially through aviation.

ORLOFF IS ON TRIAL 


IN RED FORGERIES 


He and Pawlonowsky Heard on 
Letters Accusing Borah and 
Norris of Aiding Soviet. 


'PAST C= ACCUSED REVEALED 


Both Russians Had Adventurous

BERLIN, July 1.—The trial of 
Viadimir Orloff and Peter Pawlo- 
nowsky, Russian émigrés who are 
| charged with fraud and with traf- 
ficking in forged political documents, 


which opened today, promises to 
throw the limelight of publicity on 
the inside workings of Bolshevist and 
anti-Bolshevist espionage as now 


practiced in the capitals of Europe. 

Both men are up for trial specifi- 
cally in connection with the forgery 
of documents which falsely impli- 
cated Senators Borah and Norris in 
connection with the promoting of 
American relations with the Soviet, 
but today’s hearing indicates that 
they are also implicated in the fak- 
|ing of other documents which made 
the rounds of the European chan- 
celleries. 

Orloff and Pawlonowsky were cap- 
tured following the discovery in 
Paris in 1928 of forged documents 
purporting to prove that both Sen- 
‘ator Borah and Senator Norris ac- 
cepted bribes from the Moscow Gov- 


ernment for alleged services in fur- 
thering the recognition of the Soviet 
Government by Washington. The 
trail of the forgeries led to Berlin, 


and H. R. Knickerbocker, ‘correspon- | 


dent for The New York Evening 
Post, succeeded in establishing rela- 
tions with Orloff, Pawlonowsky and 
some of their confederates which 
enabled the police to uncover the 
operations of the gang of forgers who 


had been plying their trade in 
various European centres for sev- 
eral years. 

The evidence accumulated, how- 


ever, was only sufficient to implicate 
the two men now up for trial, the 
police being compelled to release the 
others, who were expedited across 
the German frontier. 

In the course of an extended pre- 
liminary examination, Pawlonowsky, 
who is apparently a man with a mot- 
tled military and political past, told 
the court that he was not actuated 
by any desire for material gain, but 
that he had acted from idealistic mo 
tives, in that he was a fanatical anti- 
| Bolshevist and believed that any ex- 
pedient was justified in his warfare 
on the Soviet régime. 

This view, he declared, was sup- 
ported by all Russian émigrés, espe- 
cially by the members of the alleged 
forgery. 


Had Adventurous Career. 


Pawlonowski admitted to four 
aliases and said that his real name 
was Karpow, that he was the son 


of the Governor General of one of 
the former Russian admfmistrative 
precincts and that his mother was a 
| Princess related to the Romanoffs. 
The prisoner is alleged to have 
helped defend the Winter Palace in 
Leningrad, then occupied by Keren- 
ski, against the attack of the Bolshe- 
vists in 1917. When Kerenski was 
forced to flee, he joined the Finnish 
White Guards, and later succeeded in 
Smuggling himself into Tscheka, 
where his identity was discovered 
and he was forced to make an escape 
Orloff, a man of 47, has a gray 
beard and wears’ heavy-rimmed 
glasses that create a professorial im- 
pression. He told the court that he 
was an Official in the Russian judi- 
ciary during the war and later joined 
General Wrangel’s army, in which 
he served as an officer in the intel- 
ligence division. Later, he admitted,

The man was described at the cor- 
oner's inquest by W. W. Wise, em- 
ployed at a garage where Mr. John- 
son had driven late Saturday. Wise 
also told the coroner’s jury that 
Mr. Johnson “had been drinking 
heavijy—so heavily, in fact, I didn't 
think he should have been permitted 
on the streets.’’ 


Says He Seemed Suspicious. 


The garage man also said the edu- 
cator had acted as if suspicious of 
his companion, who described him- 
self as a ‘‘schoolmate of the profes- 
sor’s at the University of Georgia.”’ 

Wise said the pair finally left his 
garage, the stranger driving and Mr 
Johnson on the rear seat. The rob- 
bery theory was dampened some 
what by Wise’s testimony that Mr. 
Johnson paid him for some work, 
taking a one-dollar bill from his wal- 
let, and that the bill ‘‘as far as I 
could see was a lone one at that 
time.’’ 

It had prev been reported 
that the school official carried about 
$200, but this has not been definitely 
established. The police held to the 
robbery theory, however, pointing 
out that two rifled billfolds were 
found in the car and that the slain 
man's pockets were turned inside 
out, although a valuable gold watch

Leaders in the industry who said 
they had millions invested and had 
done everything possible to protect 
the public protested the jury action. 

They said they had not received a 
fair hearing and they insisted that 
all their tests had shown to them 
that methy!] chloride was not fatal 
and only slightly harmful at the 
most. 


Meantime the jury, headed by Dr. | 


Morris Fishbein, editor of The Jour- 


nal of the American Medical Associa-/} 


tion, wrote into its verdict that it 
took cognizance of the fact that 
‘‘hundreds of thousands of refrigera- 
tors have been installed over the 
country and they operate with appar- 
ent slight mortality.’’ t 

“Still, the jury feels,’’ the verdict 
said, ‘‘that the public should be 
properly protected and that both 
public officials and heads of the re- 
frigerating industry must take steps 
to prevent further sickness and death 
from these causes.”’ 

Two sessions of the coroner’s jury 
were held during the day. One was 
in the morning after the jury had 
visited the Clark apartment and 
found that the refrigerator leaked 


and after the scientists had made 
tests demonstrating to them a large 
quantity of methyl chloride was in 


the rooms. 

Two guinea pigs, left there for 
thirty odd hours, were found dead 
before the open refrigerator when 
the coroner opened the apartment in 
the morning. 

While the Coroner and Health 


Commissioner Kegel were conducting 
separate inquiries, Clifford Clark, an 
electrical engineer, husband of the 


Gead woman, and Mrs. Margaret 
Hennsloer, her mother, who were in 
the apartment with her, were still; 
dangerously ill. | 
Findings listed by the Coroner and | 
the Health Commission are: 

At least fifteen and perhaps 
more persons died in_ recent 
months in Chicago from gases used | 
in artificial refrigeration | 

Between 60,000 and 75,000 refrig- 
erators in which methyl chloride is 
part of the process are in use in 
Chicago homes, and that there are 
many more in which carbon disul- 
phide and other gases are agents, 

Methyl chloride is not detected 
because it is colorless.

“All our tests disclosed an abun- 
dance of the methyl! chloride gas in 
the Clark apartment,”’ the coroner 
said ‘‘We discovered also that} 
there was a definite leak in the re- | 
frigerator regulated from a central |} 
plant in the basement of the build-| 
ings.’’ 

All refrigerators in the apartment 
hotel were ordered shut off immedi- 
ately after Dr. Bundesen had re- 
ported the leak in the Clark apart- 
ment. 

Among those who testified at the | 
inquest was Dr. Robert Jacobson, 
who attended Mrs. Clark. He eld | 
the jury that he aiso had attended | 
the family of Mr. and Mrs. Irving 
Markowski, 4,856 Milwaukee Avenue, | 
when three young children became | 
ill and died mysteriously ten days 
ago. The physician said the same 
slight odor that was present in the 
Clark apartment also was in the 
Markowski home and that he had 
become convinced the Markowski 
children as well as Mrs. Clark died 
of methyl chloride 

Several representatives of the 
Peerless Ice Machine Company also 
testified.

ARRY HEILMANN, also known as ‘Andsome 
‘Arry, the demon insurance agent, is spending 
his fifteenth season in a Detroit uniform and is 
rounding out nine successive seasons in right field for 
the Tigers. He should know something about playing 
that position. He was cornered and put to the question. 

‘‘What's the difference between playing right field 
and any other field?"’ 

“Not much that I can see. On kid teams they usu- 
ally put the worst player in right field because he 
can do least harm there. Not many balls come out 
that way. Maybe that’s why they've kept me there 
for nine years." : 

“Is it easier than centre or left field?’’ 

| “Well, it might be except that in five of the parks 
| in this league right field is the sun field, and it’s no 
| fun playing the sun field. They seem to lay out big 
league diamonds so that the right fielders always get 
it in the eye. But otherwise it isn’t a bad life.’’ 

Here there should be a pause to remark that ‘'And- 
some ’Arry, without straining or swallowing hard, 
handles the king’s English to the queen’s taste. This 
point is brought up because there was a ball player 
once who made a mistake in grammar. But, back 
to business!

“Yes. Jack Quinn, with his dinky slow spitters al- 
ways bothers me. When Ed Rommel was going at 
his best, he had a lot of the boys chopping at the 
air where they thought that knuckle ball would be, 
but I generaliy had good luck against him. Faber 
was always tough for me. He's no cousin of mine. 
But they’re all hard enough to hit, and as I grow 
older I don’t find that they get any easier. But I 
guess I can’t complain.” 

No, sir. He can’t complain. When a fellow has an 
average of .342 for fourteen seasons in the big league, 
it’s the pitchers who should lodge the complaint and 
file supporting affidavits.

Professor Kato Holds Superior | 
Brain Is Secret of Ty Cobb’s 
and Bobby Jones’s Saccess.

brain to hand travel three miles a 
minute, says Professor G. Kato of 
Keio Uni ersity, Tokio, Japan, au- 
thority on nerve construction re- 
search, who is visiting the Johns 
Hopkins Medical School here. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Kato, it is not Ty 
Cobb's batting eye or Bobby Jones’s 
master touch or Thurston’s slight of 
hand, but the brain that makes the 


difference. 

For years in his laboratory at the 
Physiological Institute at Keio, of 
which he is director, Professor Kato 
has been conducting the delicate ex- 
periments on the nerve fibre of the 


Japanese toad. He said: 

‘In the course of these experi- 
ments we made the astonishing dis- 
covery that as the temperature of 
the toad increased to that of the 
room in which the experiments were 
being made the speed of the nerve 
reaction increased. 


“We cut down the temperature 
and the speed diminished. We raised 


he toad’s nerve fibre to the tem- 
perature of the human body and 
found that the speed of the nerve | 


impulse was exactly the same as that 
of human fibre, sixty-three meters a 
second—three miles a minute.”’ 

The brain, he said, is divided into 
two areas, the sensory and the mo- 
tor. The motor portion delivers com- 
mands through the nerve fibers by a 
chemical and electrical process to the 
muscles, which obey, he explained, 


and the sensory portion receives, by | 


the same chemical and electric proc- 
ess, the various senses of sight, hear- 
ing and feeling. 

‘‘Everybody,’’ he commented, ‘‘does 
have a brain that can transfer 
those impulses from one-half of the 
brain to the other half in just ex- 
actly the same way that Cobb's brain 
That is what makes the dif- | 
ference between one person’s per- 
formance and another's. 

‘In golf the same is true. The con- 
trol of the player over his club is 
the result of nerve impulses traveling 
constantly between brain and hand 
and hand and brain.

“PEGGING” OF RATE SEEN,

Withdrawals of more than $75,000,- | 
000, combined with heavy demands | 
for fresh credit on the part of stock- | 


holders of several large corporations, 
who exercised rights to purchase 
additional securities, sent the rate | 
for call money up to 15 per cent 
yesterday, the highest rate for de- 
mand loans since May 15 when the 
Same level was touched. 

While the advance in the call rate 
was halted at 15 per cent at the 
official loan desk of the New York | 
Stock Exchange, outside the ex- 
change money soared to 20 per cent 
just before the close of trading, 
equaling the official rate reached in 


the spectacular squeeze at the close 
of March. 

To meet the heavy demands for 
funds and halt the climbing call rate | 
at 15 per cent, local banks increased 
their loans during the day by more 
than $100,000,000, it was estimated 
in reliable quarters. and may have 
placed as much as $150,000,000 of 
fresh credit in the market. The wil- 
lingness of the banks to seek funds 
at the Federal Reserve in order to 
meet the credit strain was reflected 
in high rates for Federal funds which 
were quoted at 6 per cent, a full 
point above the rediscount rate. 


New Attitude by Banks. 


The action of the local banks in 
supplying the market with funds at 
15 per cent is a striking example, it 
was pointed out, of the change in! 
attitude which has taken place since 


the time of the March money crisis.

Charles E. Mitchell, chairman of the |

With the exception of 
one instance when the rate touched 
16 per cent for one day, call money 
has failed to rise above 15 per cent 
since the March squeeze, although it 
has several times reached that level. 
The fact that outside money was bid 
for yesterday at 20 per cent while 
the official rate was held at 5 points 
lower was taken in the financial dis- 
trict as conclusive evidence that the 
banks were ‘‘pegging’’ the rate at

5 per cent. 

Yesterday's sharp advance in money 
rates came as no surprise to bank- 
ers, and for this reason failed to 
cause any alarm. It was viewed as 
the inevitable consequence of the im- 
position of sudden large demands for 
credit upon a market already severe- 
ly strained by the withdrawals made 
last week in preparation for first-of- 
the-month disbursements of divi- 
dends and interest and for purposes 
of ‘‘window dressing’’ in the half- 
year reports of banks and corpora- 
tions 

Authorities on the money market 
said yesterday that little relief could 
be expected for the next day or two, 
although it was possible that the re- 
turn of funds paid out yesterday to 
the market might soften the rate 
somewhat today and tomorrow.

The principal factor in creating 
yesterday’s money squeeze was the 
demand for funds to pay for sub- 
scriptions to more than $219,000,000 
of American Telephone and Telec- 
graph bonds, for which stockholders 
had received rights to subscribe and 
payment for which was called for 
yesterday. Subscriptions to other se- 
curities for which stockholders had 
rights brought yesterday’s disburse- 
ments in this connection to more 
than $300,000,000 Most of this 
money came from the savings of 
shareholders, but a large part had 
to be borrowed. Insofar as the cash 
part of the subscriptions was with- 
drawn from banks it reduced bank 
reserves and curtailed lending power 
adding to the shortage of credit 

In addition to this strain, banks 
were forced to meet a Treasury call 
for the repayment of deposits. A 
second Treasury call is due today 
and will help to maintain the tight- 
ness of funds. 

The demands made upon the money 
market yesterday would not in them- 
selves, it was said, have been suffi- 
cient to push the call rate up to the 
high figure reached. They came, 
however, at a time when the banks! 
were ill prepared to meet so large a 
call for credit 

Withdrawals from the money mar- 
ket last week in preparation for the 
first-of-the-month payments and to 
provide a strong cash position in the 
semi-annual statements of the banks 
and some of the large corporations 
had already placed a severe strain 
upon credit. To fill the gap caused 
by these withdrawals, :-member banks 
had borrowed heavily from the Fed- 
eral Reserve, thereby holding the 
rate all last week down to 10 per 
cent 

As a result many of the banks 
found their reserves below require- 
ments and their lending power im- 
paired. Under the circumstances it 
was to be expected, money market 
experts pointed out, that demand 
loans would have to be bid for. 

The high rate quoted yesterday for 
Federal funds testifies to the scarcity 
of member bank reserve money. 
Member banks of the Reserve are 
required to maintain reserves at the 
bank of issue in a fixed ratio to 
their deposits and when these re- 
serves fall below the required mini- 
mum, a bank has the choice of call- 
ing loans, discounting eligible paper 
or buying Federal funds from some 
other bank which has more reserves 
than it requires. Normally, Federal 
funds are available at a figure close 
to the rediscount rate. When the 
price of Federal funds goes above 
the rediscount rate it indicates at/| 
once that bank reserves are low and 
that borrowings from the Reserve
